Owing  to  the  serious  embargo  on  importation  of  seed- 
lings and  other  stock  produced  in  Europe  which  are  used 
by  American  nurserymen  for  propogation  since  August 
1914,  the  supply  of  our  most  important  stocks  of  fruit  trees 
and  many  varieties  of  ornamentals  have  been  depleted  to  an 
extent  unparalleled. 

You  will  remember,  we  have  constantly  advised  all  who 
were  going  to  plant  to  do  so  without  delay,  since  1914.  We 
knew  there  would  be  a shortage  and  that  an  increase  of 
prices  was  inevitable.  Now  this  condition  is  here  and  must 
be  reckoned  with.  It  is  no  longer  a theory  but  a fact. 

The  reasons  for  shortage  and  increase  of  prices  are 
many: 

1st.  Before  our  entry  into  the  war  conditions  in  France,  Holland  and 
Belgium  prevented  importation  of  seedlings  which  are  grown  to  perfec- 
tion and  at  a much  less  labor  cost  in  those  countries. 

2nd.  This  in  1914:-  Shortly  after  the  Germans  invaded  Belgium, 
the  placing  of  foreign  war  contracts  was  begun  here  and  prices  of  labor 
began  to  advance.  Help  became  scarce.  The  labor  costs  grew  higher 
and  higher.  Many  old  established  nurseries  were  discontinued,  and  the 
business  outlook  for  nurserymen  was  the  darkest  in  their  history. 

3rd.  Then  came  our  entry  into  the  conflict.  With  it  came  the  draft. 
Like  every  loyal  American  we  had  no  recourse  nor  did  we  want  any.  Even 
our  expert  men  were  taken  as  well  as  the  greater  part  of  our  common 
labor.  This  cut  down  production  — increased  our  overhead  expenses  — 
labor  kept  going  higher  and  the  cost  of  production  grew  by  leaps  and 
bounds. 

4th.  These  are  the  bare  details  of  only  a few  of  the  obstacles  we  have 
had  to  contend  with  since  August  1914.  And  we  are  not  alone.  The 
nurseries  that  have  survived  this  ordeal  have  had  the  same  experience. 
Expenses  have  been  higher  not  only  because  of  items  noted  above  but 
there  is  the  big  advance  on  every  bit  of  material  we  use  in  our  business 
from  paper  to  postage  — from  twine  to  tractors. 

5th.  We  do  know  this:  If  the  nursery  business  is  to  survive,  prices 
must  be  gotten  which  will  at  least  pay  an  interest  on  investment.  We 
don’t  believe  any  fair-minded  man  will  ask  us  to  price  stock  to  him  at  a 
loss.  And  we  here  make  this  prediction:  That  prices  will  be  25  per  cent 
higher  next  year  than  herein  quoted.  We  know  what  condition  stocks 
are  in,  and  make  the  statement  of  a further  increase  with  due  regard  to 
all  the  conditions  which  affect  this  business. 

And  so,  with  all  the  facts  before  us,  we  have  made  our 
prices  as  low  as  possible  considering  the  quality  of-  the  stock. 
It  is  a fact  well  known  to  all  nurserymen  in  the  country 
that  the  soil  we  have  here  in  Monroe  is  better  adapted  for 
the  growing  of  nursery  stock  than  any  other  in  the  United 
States. 

We  offer  only  the  very  finest  northern  grown  stock,  all 
of  which  is  big-rooted,  strong-bodied  and  true  to  name.  It 
is  bred  from  pedigreed  trees  in  full  bearing.  It  will  grow 
into  healthy  trees  if  you  do  your  part  as  well  as  we  have 
ours,  and  will  be  found  infinitely  "cheaper”  in  the  end  than 
if  you  buy  trees  or  other  stock  from  some  one  who  talks 
price  rather  than  quality. 

Quality  then  is  the  primary  essential  in  nursery  stock. 
And  as  we  do  not  compete  with  "fly-by-night”  and  "job-lot” 
nurseries,  we  ask  you,  as  a fair  minded  fruit  lover,  to  con- 
sider quality  and  not  forget  that  our  business  was  founded 
in  1850  on  the  basis  of  the  "square  deal”.  Thus  it  is  that 
we  have  grown  from  30  to  1500  acres  and  are  the  largest, 
actual  bona  fide  growers  of  trees  in  the  world,  and  that  our 
experience  of  sixty-nine  years  means  something  to  you. 

We  will  be  glad  to  have  you  come  and  visit  our  nur- 
series, and  if  you  contemplate  a commercial  orchard  it  will 
pay  you  to  do  so.
